person. - 


"What we do know is 


that under the influence of 
this agent — in the minu- 
test dosage — a person los- 
es contact, with reality and 
develops illusions and delu- 
sions."

atrist for more than

years, explains a user: 


—Doesn't see something 


that's not there, but what 
they sec is not the same as 
it is for others.

Things that move 
fast move in slow motion, 
slow 
movemei is

fast, hot water feels cold, 
cold water might feel boil- 
ing hot.

"These are dangerous." 


the soft-spoken psychiatrist 
says, ''because a person 
under the influence of LSD 
becomes a danger to him- 
self and others.

The per- 
son leaves a regulated life 
and refuses to recognize 
work or family or Jaws.

devices now installed at New York, St. Louis and Miami 
airports. These metal detectors are sophisticated enough 
to distinguish guns and knives from belt buckles and keys, 
lie said. Any suspicions metal object is recorded on a 
graph, and the. person is usually questioned. Studies are 
also being made tn try to determine personality disorders 
that lead to hijackings, and whether or not hijackers share 
certain observable behavioral traits that will give them 
away. The FAA also has posted warnings of the penalties 
of hijacking at airports, and has recommended.that airlines 
install silent warning alarms which pilots can -,ise to alert 
ground stations without upsetting the hijacker. "We're 
open to any more suggestions" he said, although he noted 
the FAA rejected one citizen's plan — a trap door in the 
aisle for the easy removal of an unwanted hijacker An- 
other suggestion put aside: build a niocknp of the Havana 
airport in the Florida Everglades where a hijacker's 
triumph would end soon after landing.

But because of the ease 
in securing the loan and the low in- 
terest rate there is the danger of dis- 
carding the protection for your loved 
ones by using a portion of the policy 
for non-emergency purposes. 


DURING MY experience in the busi- 


ness I found many policyholders who 
had borrowed more than half the face 
value of the policies and who never 
repaid the loans. In some cases they 
had not paid the interest annually, so 
the interest was added to the loans. 
Result was in many cases the policy- 
holders passed away without the pro- 
tection they had planned for those 
they left behind. 


One case I remember was a busi- 


ness man with a wife and three chil- 
dren. He wanted to be sure they 
would have protection in event of his 
death — outside anything that might 
be left from his business. He had 
purchased a $10,000 ordinary life poli- 
cy, which he had carried for 20 
years. Gash values and dividends on 
the policy had grown to §4000. In a 
period of recession he needed money 
and borrowed the $4,000 on tiie policy. 
A few years later he died and his 
business was of little value. The poli- 
cy was paid the family — less what 
was owed on it. The family received 
— not $10,000 —but less'than ?6,000. 


There are so many other, cases 


where the insured has borrowed KO 
much on his policy he becomes dis- 
couraged alxnit repaying the loan 
and drop.s the policy. Some take out 
another policy to replace it, but be- 
cause of advanced age (lie premium

cost is so much higher the protection 
is. greatly reduced. It would b« 
cheaper to pay up the older policy. 
But every borrower on a life policy 
would be wise to cover the loan with 
additional term insurance to at least 
equal the amount the older policy 
was reduced by any loans against the 
policy. However, he may find tlu's ad- 
ditional cost is as much as the differ- 
ence in interest he would pay.

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Case of the curious coalition

• SACRAMENTO — California's Sen- 
ate is as impressive a legislative 


• chamber as there is in the nation, 
with its regal red and blue trappings 
and the same splendid wooden desks 
which occupied the state's first Sen- 


-ate 
117 years ago. 


But, 
like legislative houses every- 


where, the elected inhabitants of the 
chamber are given to playing king- 
of-the mountain, with the "outs" 
badgering the liins" at every oppor- 
tunity. 


The "outs" finally made it in this 


1969 session, ending Fresno Democrat 
Hugh Burn's 12-year tenure as presi- 
dent pro tempore. It took a curious 
coalition of liberal Democrats and 
•moderate-to-conservative 
Republi- 


cans to pull it off, but it was done. 


The new president pro tern, Exeter 


Republican Howard Way, solidifed 
his leadership position recently by 
persuading essentially the same cu- 
rious coalition to help him make a 
change in the upper house Rules 
•Committee. 
' The Rules Committee is the com- 
mittee on committees as well as on 
rules. Tiie president pro tern is ehair- 
'man of the five-member committee. 
But if he doesn't have at least two of 
the other four members backing him 
up solidly, he is virtually without au- 
thority. 


• 
IT IS the 
Rules Committee — 


meaning three of the five votes — 
which says who shall be the chair- 
men of the various committees, who 
shall serve under the chairmen, and 
to which committees will go what 
bills. 


When Burns ran this house, the 


four other members of the rules com- 
mittee were Republicans 
John F. 


McCarthy of San Rafael and Jack 
Schrade of San Diego, and Demo- 
crats Joseph M. Kennick of Long 
Beach and Stephen P. Teale of West 
Point. 


The two Republicans, McCarthy 


and Schrade, were long-time cronies 
of Burns, and the two Democrats,

SCHMIDT 


Kennick and Teale, were almost as 
close. 


. When Way replaced Burns, he tried 
to have McCarthy and Schrade re- 
placed with two Republicans of his 
choosing, but he failed. And so for 
about two months he was a man with 
an impressive title, period. Late in 
June, when it came time for the 
Rules Committee to appoint the sen- 
ate representatives to a two-house 
conference committee which would 
try to put together a compromise 
budget bill, Way's lack of muscle be- 
came apparent.

now believed that no changes will be 
made until January. For one thing, 
it's too far along in the session for 
any changes to have much meaning 
except to stir up even more the al- 
ready plentiful bitterness on the part 
of the "old guard."

With their experience they lend sta- 


bility to the inexperienced leadership 
of (he Senate. In the turmoil that is 
certain to spring from next year's 
gubernatorial election campaign, and 
particularly with the turmoil that will 
certainly embroil the highly partisan 
assembly 
if one of its 
members 


makes his anticipated challenge to 
Gov. 
Reagan, stability and experi- 


ence in the Senate might be very im- 
portant to the people of California.

DURING PERIODS of high interest 


rates such as we are now experienc- 
ing many owners of life insurance 
succumb to the temptation of borrow- 
ing on their policies at the 5 per cent 
interest rate available in most poli- 
cies. The Institute of Life Insurance 
reports that in April of this year poli- 
cy loans amounted to SI.47 billions 
compared with $819 million for the 
previous April. Total loans outstand- 
ing in April were $11.9 billions. 


Having been in the life insurance 


business many years ago I shudder 
at the thought of so many people bor- 
rowing on their life insurance. It is a 
wonderful factor in such policies to 
have this reserve to draw upon in an 
emergency. But because of the ease 
in securing the loan and the low in- 
terest rate there is the danger of dis- 
carding the protection for your loved 
ones by using a portion of the policy 
for non-emergency purposes. 


DURING aiY experience in the busi- 


ness I found many policyholders who 
had borrowed more than half the face 
value of the policies and who never 
repaid the loans. In some cases they 
had not paid the interest annually, so 
the interest was added to the loans. 
Result was in many cases the policy- 
holders passed away without the pro- 
tection they had planned for those 
they left behind. 


One case I remember was a busi- 


ness man with a wife and three chil- 
dren. He wanted to be sure they 
would have protection in event of his 
death — outside anything that might 
be left from his business. He had 
purchased a $10,000 ordinai-y life poli- 
cy, which he had carried for 20 
years. Cash values and dividends on 
the policy had grown to $4000. In a 
period of recession he needed money 
and borrowed the $4,000 on the policy. 
A few years later he died and his 
business was of little value. The poli- 
cy was paid the family — less what 
was owed on it. The family received 
-• not $10,000 -but less than ?6,000. 


There are so many other cases 


where the insured has borrowed so 
much on Ms policy he becomes dis- 
couraged about repaying the loan 
and drops the policy. Some take out 
another policy to replace it, but be- 
cause of advanced age the. premium

cost is so much higher the protection 
is greatly reduced. It would be 
cheaper to pay up the older policy. 
But every borrower on a life policy 
would be wise to cover (he loan with 
additional term insurance to at least 
equal the amount the older policy 
was reduced by any loans against tha 
policy. However, he may find this ad- 
ditional cost is as much as the differ- 
once in interest he would pay. 


THE 
HIGH 
interest rates now 


prevalent are a temptation to borrow 
on an insurance policy. But it Should 
be done only in dire emergencies. 
The present situation demonstrates 
the greui advantages of a sound life 
insurance program. It not only pro- 
tects the family in event of the fath- 
ers bwur; taken away. It also demon- 
strates how cash values and retained 
dividends can be used later to pro- 
vide an annuity for parents after the 
children are grown and a larger re- 
tirement income becomes available. 


The family 
lias been protected 


while it is young — and the parents 
after the children are married and no 
longer dependent. It is for these rea- 
sons 
I would caution policyholders 


Jigainst misusing this asset set up 
for such protection. It should be dilut- 
ed only in extreme emergencies —not 
for things you can get along without.

HEW-ORDEKED TEST 
Southland Smog Gets 
Three-Dimension 


The clouds of nitrogen dioxide that 


form photochemical smog over the South- 
land will be the subject during Ihe next 
two weeks of intensive measurements. 


A team of Canadian scientists will man 


aircraft mobile van and fixed observation 
points at a selected field site in the Po- 
mona area, and along major freeways, for 
three-dimensional assays of ihe principal 
result of traffic pollution. 


The air polluting gas will be observed 


and mapped as it piles up at ihe tost, site 
and over Ihe freeways. 


Certain 
individual 
pollution, compo- 


nents are to be measured with a scnsilivi- 
(y on the order of one part per billion 
with remote sensing point sampling cor- 
relation spectrometers. 


THE STUDY IS BEING conducted by 


the National Air Pollution Control Admin- 
istration of the Department of Health, Ed- 
ucation and Welfare under a contract 
awarded to Barringer Research Inc. of 
Toronto, Canada — the applied science 
firm which invented the unique telescopic 
gas analyzing spectrometer. 


The Barringer correlation spectrometer 


performs quantitative chemical analyses 
without making physical contact with the 
gas or other material under study. In 
fact, the material can be up to 20 miles 
away from the instrument as long as it is 
in (he line of sight, a Barringer official 
said. 


One phase of the test — s new technol- 


ogy termed "long path" analysis—will uti- 
lize a high-intensity quartz iodine lamp fo- 
cused at the correlation spectrometer fat 
distances up to one mile away to measure 
flic continuous smog change during a 
sequence of varying meteorological con- 
ditions. 


This long path light source technique 


also allows measurements at night, the 
firm announced.

Long path sludics arc an integral part 


of a study of (he spectral characteristics 
of the atmosphere to determine Ihe effect 
of pollutants.

of air and a series of chemical analyses 
on the (rapped sample.

Three-Dimension Asm, 


The clouds of nitrogen dioxide thai 


form photochemical smog over the South- 
land will be the subject during the next 
two weeks of intensive measurements. 


A team of Canadian scientists will man 


aircraft, mobile van and fixed observation 
points at a selected field site in the Po- 
mona area, and along major freeways, for 
Ihree-dimensional assays .of the principal 
result of traffic pollution. 


The air polluting gas will be observed 


and mapped as it piles up at the test silo, 
and over Ihe freeways. 


Certain 
individual 
pollution compo- 


nents arc to be measured with a sensitivi- 
ty on the order of one part per billion 
with remote sensing point sampling cor- 
relation spectrometers. 


THE STUDY IS BEING conducted by 


the National Air Pollution Control Admin- 
istration of the Department of Health. Ed- 
ucation and Welfare under a contract 
awarded to Barringer Research Inc. of 
Toronto. Canada — the applied science 
firm which invented the unique telescopic 
gas analyzing spectrometer. 


The Barringer correlation spectrometer

The long path method could develop 


into a standard technique for monitoring 
air qualily, Barringer spokesmen said. 


Conventional procedures at most air 


monitoring stations include the sampling 
of air and a series of chemical analyses 
on the trapped sample. 


However, by drawing the air into a 


pipeline the air flow in the immediate vi- 
cinity is changed, lhe sample itself is 
small and the mixture is often changed by 
Ihe addition of chemicals. 


These measurements are usually re- 


ferred to as point samples. A long path 
monitor could give a more representative 
value for estimating regional pollution 
content, the Barringer spokesman said.

^yelation that employment in California topped the 
'eight-million mark for the first time. 
•'f.'- The building volume report stems from a survey by 
the Economic Research Department of Security Pacific 
Rational Bank. 
t%; It shows, for 1968, totals of $5 billion for the state and 
$35 billion for the nation. 


•• Single family home building volume rose 42.6 per cent 


in Southern California (from $754,956,000 to ?1,076,897,000), 
32 per 
cent in the state 
(from $1,389,202,000 to 


$1,827,636,000) and 12 per cent in the nation. 
•V In terms of single units authorized, the increases 
ivere 42 per cent in the southern counties (from 33,822 to 
48,171), 28 per cent in California (from 67,842 to 86,816) 
and 5 per cent in the United States. 


Comparative multiple-unit residential 
construction 


gains for Southern California, California and the United 
States were 150-66-44 per cent in terms of volume and 77- 
67-32 per cent in terms of units authorized. 


Multiples accounted for $742 million of California's 


$2.8 billion in 1968 residential construction. Home remod- 
eling construction rose about 6 per cent to $270 million. 


HOUSING STARTS in California in May were at a sea- 


sonally adjusted annual rate of 178,000 units, up from the 
138,000 of May, 1968, and one of the highest in recent 
years, according to Bank of America economists. 


Indicators are that June and July will also be final- 


ized as strong months. 


However, the economists do not expect the current 


.buoyancy in California housing to continue for long since 
"the full impact of the government's tight money poUcy 
has yet to make itself felt." 


The bank expects the pace of housing construction to 


.decline by late summer or early fall.

cal pin removed from his 
head after ' surgery for a 
fractured right cheekbone. 


Marichal was apologetic

Marichal had a 
one-strike count on Davis 
and his next pitch made a 
terrifying sound as the ball 
crashed against Davis' bat- 
ting helmet. 


Davis was able to walk 


off the field as he was es- 
corted to the clubhouse by 
Dodger trainer Bill Buhler. 
He was treated by Dr. E. 
C. Sailer and taken to St. 
Luke's for X-rays and a 
24-hour observation period. 


Dr. Sailer reported Davis 


had been hit behind the 
right ear and there was a 
cut 
which 
may require 


stitches, apparently caused 
when the ball hit the bat- 
ting helmet. "Davis did not 
appear to be dizzy," said 
Dr. Sailer. 


"The Helmet may have 


saved Davis," said Dodger 
first base coach Jim Gil- 
liam, who obviously was 
angered by the incident. 
"He 
(Marichal) 
didn't 


throw near anybody else 
the rest of the game."

"Nobody want to hit a

More than (i2 per ceut 
of the handle at dog races is through the quiiiiela pools. 


Caliente adopted it first for its dog racing programs 


and ultimately became the first horse racing track on 
this continent to employ the quiniela. It soon spread to 
U.S. tracks in the South and East. 


The quiniela was approved for California once before 


some 25 years ago at Bay Meadows. However, it soon 
was discarded because the track could not handle such 
wagering in a satisfactory manner with the equipment 
then available. 


THROUGH FRANK VESSELS' aggressive leadership, 


Los Alamitos. has pioneered many new and progressive 
ideas which the major thoroughbred tracks have adopted 
in the past few seasons. 


Los Alamitos now has gotten the jump on them again 


with the quiniela. It's a matter of time — probably next 
year — before the big thoroughbred tracks follow suit. In 
fact, it is heard Santa Anita wants it for its 1970 meet. 


At most horse racing tracks, the quiniela is used on 


the last race, sometimes the final two, to give fans au 
added incentive to remain for the full card. 


There can be some nice payoffs, too. At an average 


dog racing card at Caliente the past week with much 
smaller fields and betting pools than will be registered at 
Los Alamitos, the quiniela produced such prices as §115, 
594, $74 and §32. Even when a 9-10 favorite won, the pay- 
off was $14.80.

The eggs \vill be 
hatched at tlie-Mt. Whitney Hatchery near Independence, 
reared to fiiigerling size and piauted in September by a 
DFG plane In Ihe Sierra Nevada's upper lakes. 


Even though the upper areas of the Sierras are open- 


ing a month later than usual, anglers are having good 
success in fishing Cottomvood Lakes 5 and 6 and Muir 
Lake in the main drainage, and Long Lake, Cirque Lake 
and South Kork Lakes 1 and 2 in the Soulli Fork drain- 
age.

much over a pound. In fact, a pounder is a prize fish for 
most of us, and there are thousands of anglers who never 
had the opportunity of fishing for golden.

goldens successfully in hatcheries, far better than in the 
native habitat where losses were severe. Along with thai 
came the airplane "plants," but only in lakes lhat bad 
been tested for fish survival.

At this point 
Value Village joined with tlie Mid-Cities 
Association for Retarded Children and 
began channeling some funds into a shel- 
tered workshop. 


Hub Limited, the Mid-Cities sheltered 


workshop, receives funds directly from 
Value Village. At Hub Limited, approxi- 
mately 30 retarded young me ri, aged 18 
and over, build a variety of redwood 
products — planters, trellises, hanging 
baskets 
Thousands of items are pro- 


duced and sold from Hub Limited. 


The workshop has taken these young 


people off welfare roles and put them 
Into useful work. Hub workshop is filled 
with the sound of power equipment — 
supervised 
by four adult 
employes. 


Every inch of space is stacked with red- 
wood items prepared for shipment to 
waiting markets. 


Thanks to Mrs. McDonnell and Value 


Village, the workshop has been able to 
expand and to bring in more young men. 


Hillside Enterprises is another shel- . 


tered workshop set up by the Long 
Beach Retarded Children's Foundation. 
It's located in Signal Hill and is under 
the direction of Mrs. Ruby Goakes. 


Mrs. Goakes solicits contract jobs for 


the young people. Again, it's a matter of 
providing these young people useful work 
which not only gives them a sense of 
self-worth but also contributes to their 
support and the support of the workshop. 
Capable retarded young people, under 
Mrs. Goakes' supervision, do jobs many 
people would not do because of the mo- 
notony and repefitiveness of such work. 


At present, nearly 50 people are en- 


gaged in such work as folding and 
gluing, 
packaging, 
sorting, 
stapling, 


wrapping and labeling. Local manufac- 
turers are happy to pay Hilllside Enter- 
prises for these jobs. It clears their own 
plants for other work, and at the samB 
time the retarded children of the Ix>ng 
Beach area are benefited. 


"If it wasn't for the fantastic job 


Myrna is doing," Mrs. Goakes said, 
"Hillside Enterprises would not exist." 


Neither the Long Beach Retarded 


Children's Foundation nor the sheltered 
workshops receive any tax funds what- 
soever. 


Mrs. Goakes indicated a long, well- 


lighted room and rows of worktables. At 
each table retarded young adults, were 
busily packaging toys, stapling labels and 
snapping 
rings 
onto 
sink stoppers. 


"Quite a change from years ago whea 


: 
our . retarded children were shuffled off 


to Institutions or hidden In a back 
room," she said. 
'.' Mrs. Fahrney spoke for all of the 
board members of the Retarded Chil- 
dren's Foundation when she said^ "Value 
Viliage was literally on the verge of col- 
lapsing when Myrna took over. She had 
her own retarded son to look after, yet 
she managed to keep the store going, 
keep pickups lined xup for the trucks, 
and, somehow, she brought us our first 
profit. She's just fantastic!" 


Mrs. Pat Beamier, until recently prin- 


cipal of the Retarded Children's School in 
Long Beach, spoke of Mrs. McDonnell's 
untiring efforts. "She just doesn't quit," 
she said. "We are a totally self-support- 
ing organization, and Myrna and Value 
.Village are a huge part of that support." 


In addition to.the'Long Beach school, 


. and the two sheltered workshops, Value 


Village funds also go toward the support 
of the Good Shepherd Lutheran Home in 
Terra Bella. The Good Shepherd Home 
is open to mentally retarded children of 
all races arid religions, and regardless of 
parent's ability to pay. It provides 24- 
hour care and training for resident chil- 
dren. 


Typically, .Mrs. McDonnell's warm 


smite appears when she hears Hie praise 
of her efforts. And, typically, she shares 
the credit with others. "After all," she 
says, "we wouldn't even be able to begin 
if it weren't for the generosity of the 
thousands of people who give to Value 
Village in the first place. And lliere are 
hundreds of people who give of their 
time and 
ability in other ways. We 


aren't alone." 


Myrna McDonnell, a Long Beach resi-

the second year of Value Village by pay- 
Ing back the original "getting started" 
loan, and she had enough money left 
over to open a second store. At this point 
Value Village joined with the Mid-Cities 
Association for Retarded Children and 
began channeling some funds into a shel- 
tered workshop. 


Hub Limited, the Mid-Cities sheltered 


workshop, receives funds directly from 
Value Village. At Hub Limited, approxi- 
mately 30 retarded young men, aged 18 
and over, build a variety of redwood 
products' — planters, trellises, hanging 
baskets. Thousands of items are pro- 
duced and sold from Hub Limited. 


The workshop has taken these young 


people off welfare roles and put them 
into useful work. Hub workshop is filled 
with the sound of power equipment — 
supervised 
by four adult employes. 


Every inch of space is stacked with red- 
wood items prepared for shipment to 
waiting markets. 


Thanks to Mrs. McDonnell and Value 


Village, the workshop has been able to 
expand and to bring in more young men. 


Hillside Enterprises is another shel- 


tered workshop set up by the Long 
Beach Retarded Children's Foundation. 
It's located in Signal Hill and is under 
the direction of Mrs. Ruby Goakes. 


Mrs. Goakes solicits contract jobs for 


the young people. Again, it's .a matter of 
providing these young people useful work 
which not only gives them a sense of 
self-worth but also contributes to their 
support and the support of the workshop. 
Capable retarded young people, under 
Mrs. -Goakes' supervision, do jobs many 
people would not do because of the mo- 
notony and repetitiveness of such work. 


At present, nearly 50 people are en- 


gaged in such work as folding and 
gluing, 
packaging, 
sorting, 
stapling, 


wrapping and labeling. Local manufac- 
turers are happy to pay Hilllside Enter- 
prises for these jobs. It clears their own 
plants for other work, and at the sams 
time the retarded children of the Long 
Beach area are benefited. 


"If it wasn't for the fantastic job 


Myrna Is doing," Mrs. Goakes said, 
"Hillside Enterprises would not exist." 


Neither the Long Beach Retarded 


Children's Foundation nor the sheltered 
workshops receive any tax funds what- 
soever. 


Mrs. Goakes indicated a long, well- 


lighted room and rows of worktables. At 
each table retarded young adults were 
busily packaging toys, stapling labels and 
snapping 
rings 
onto 
sink stoppers. 


"Quite a change from years ago when 
our retarded children were shuffled off' 
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to Institutions or hidden In a back 
room," she said. 


Mrs. Fahrney spoke for all of, the 


board members of the Retarded Chil- 
dren's Foundation when she said, "Value 
Village was literally on the verge of col- 
lapsing when Myrna took over. She had 
her own retarded son to look after, yet 
she managed to keep the store going, 
keep pickups lined up for the trucks, 
and, somehow, she brought us our first 
profit. She's just fantastic!" 


Mrs. Pat Bealmer, until recently prin- 


cipal of .the Retarded Children's School in 
Long Beach, spoke of Mrs. McDonnell's 
untiring efforts. "She just doesnlt quit," 
she said.-"We are a totally self-support- 
ing organization-, and Myrna and Value 
Village are a huge part of that support." 


In addition to the Long Beach schoolr 


and the two sheltered workshops, Value 
Village funds also go toward the support 
of the Good Shepherd Lutheran Home in 
Terra Bella. The Good Shepherd Home 
is open to mentally retarded children of 
all races and religions and regardless of 
parent's ability to pay. It provides 24- 
hour care and training for resident chil- 
dren. 


Typically, Mrs. McDonnell's warm 


smile appears when she hears the praise 
of her efforts. And, typically, she shares 
the credit with others. "After all," she 
says, "we wouldn't even be able to begin 
if it weren't for the generosity of the 
thousands of people who give to Value 
Village in the first place.

censes on receivers. In the

t simply not 


enough to keep the sound 
service out of the red. And, 
as happened in this country 
the advent of TV inevitably 
siphoned off some of the 
resources of the B.B.C. and 
dictated economies wherev- 
er they could be made. 


Political 
considerations 


also enter the question. The 
B.B.C. is reportedly con- 
cerned over the possibility 
of a Conservative Govern- 
ment coming to power and 
authorizing, as it did hi the 
case of television, commer- 
cial radio in the years 
ahead. And for tlie B.B.C. 


to seek an increased radio 
license fee, a goal not easi- 
ly enforced with the profu- 
sion 
of transistor 
sets, 


might only further fan tlie 
flames of commercialism. 


ANTHONY LEWS, chief 


of the London bureau of the 
New York Times, said one 
consequence of the com- 
mercial pressure has been 
some degree of erosion of 
the B.B.C.'s standards to 
compete realistically with 
the output of British com- 
mercial television. 


There is a reason. Brit- 


ons, 
particularly if 
fheir 


country's economic pinch 
grows more severe, 
are 


supposed to pay a com- 
bined license fee of $14.40 if 
they have both radio and 
television receivers in their 
homes 
,and 
the 
figure 


jumps to $26.40 annually in 
the case of color television. 
At least some Britons are 
asking why. they must dole 
out this sum when they of- 
ten find themselves watch- 
ing commercial TV without 
a direct charge. The intel- 
lectuals of Britain may find 
the license fee a small 
price to pay for freedom 
from arvertising intrusions, 
but the mass audience in- 
terested in slick diversion 


may not concur. 


THE DILEMMA, of the 


B.B.C. actually runs deep- 
er. Its problem of keeping 
up with the constantly es- 
calating costs of broadcast- 
ing was solved for many 
years by the steady rise in 
ownership of TV sets. The 
enlarged revenue from set 
(axes enabled the B.B.C. to 
stay ahead of costs, but in 
retrospect it is now evident 
that the formula has a 
built-in cut-off point. When 
a country nears the satura- 
tion point in ownership of 
TV sets, as is true of both 
Britain 
and 
the United 


States, the revenue from 
set taxes tends to become 
fixed 
but 
the costs of 


preparing 
TV 
programs 


continue upward with no 
end in sight. The B.B.C for 
the last several years has 
been cooing with the specter 
of deficits that have imper- 
iled its cherished noncom- 
mercial traditions. 


The B.B.C.'s tribulations

shed valuable light on the : 


endeavors of noncommer- 
cial broadcasting in the 
United States, not merely j 
to stay afloat but to realize j 
its larger 
potential. 
One | 


popular notion about how 
to finance noncommercial 
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TV is the idea of imposing 
a tax on the purchase 
new receivers. But h 
again the law of diminish- 
ing 
returns 
comes 


play. 


The difficulties of tying 


the financing of noncom- 
mercial broadcasting to set 
sales could rise to haunt 
American educational video 
when the 60-odd per cent of 
those not having color TV 
acquire 
new sets. Then 


American public broadcast- 
ing might find to its regret 
that income derived from 
the taxing of new receivers 
failed to meet the medi- 
um's expanding costs.

Perle, who is making a comeback after 
enduring social banishment by the Ken- 
nedys.

Just as the Nixons have had a damp- 


ening effect upon the jet set, the diplo- 
mats, too, have put new emphasis on 
protocol and propriety. On Embassy 
Row, however, the parties are picking 
up. For parties are an essential part of 
diplomacy. Explains one ambassador: 
"Society is an important' part of -the 
diplomacy game. We envoys can't 
haunt the halls of Congress, the State 
Department and the White House to 
meet the people we need to know.

In the U.S. 
-today some 


forms of killing are 
acceptable and encouraged. 
Others arc discouraged and 
eo.ndemned. 


It is wrong for a man 


to kill his neighbor, our 
society says, tut it is 
patriotic for him to fly 
10-,000 miles away and kill 
as many Vietnamese Com- 
munists as he can in time 
of war. 


So long as we continue 


this double standard of 
violence, violence will 
continue. 


That is one of the con- 


clusions advanced by a 
group of Stanford Uriive.r- 
sity psychiatrists in the 
current issue of Stanford 
M.D., a quarterly. It was 
the assassination of Sen. 
Robert Kennedy by Sirhan 
Sirhan that prompted six 
task groups from the Stan- 
ford University School of 
Medicine to undertake a 
thorough study of violence. 


For pre-industrial man, 


the psychiatrists explain, 
violent behavior was nec- 
essary to survive. It was 
a meaningful way of obtain-" 
ing food and shelter. But 
in today's space-age tech- 
nology, violence has no 
proper place. Responding 
to an emergency with vio- 
lence or aggression is a 
primitive form of behavior. 
Permitting violence in. some 
situations but not in 
others only perpetuates 
violence as an acceptable 
course of action. 


If we hope to save our 


leaders from senseless 
assassinations and our sons 
from useless wars and per- 
haps the entire world from 
nuclear destruction, we 
must discourage violence in 
all forms. . 


The committee therefore 


recommends changes .in many 
areas .of American life. 
Politically, the government 
must become more responsive 
to the people. New systems 
must be developed to pro- 
vide proper expression of 
grievances and dissent. 
A national ombudsman or a 
series of local ones might 
prove helpful additions to 
the body politic. 


Feelings of frustration, 


especially in minority 
groups, must be avoided. 
"The goals of personal 
dignity, self-respect, and 
self-determination for 
minority groups and com- 
munities in our society 
must become realistically 
attainable." 


Alternatives to aggres- 


sive behavior must be en- ' 
couraged, and violent 
behavior played down. The 
police and courts should 
emphasize rehabilitation 
of offenders through ther- 
apy rather than punishment, 


which makes more criminals 
than it cures."Parents 
should be most reluctant 
to resort to violent phys- 
ical punishment of their 
children. 


When youngsters watch 


their TV heroes shoot their 
way to victory or are reg- 
ularly beaten by their 


-parents, they perceive that 


these are acceptable meth- 
ods of obtaining one's 
objectives. If examples 
and methods of non-violent 
protest were seen more 
frequently, children would 
be less likely to talk with 
their fists--or later with 
a gun--and more likely to 
trust -to reasonable dis- 
cussion. 


These steps, -the com- 


mittee-emphasizes, must 
'be taken at once by a 
concerned society. Everyone 
must realize the costly, 
stupidity of continuing 
violence. Every man must 
do his part to lessen it.

Her whis- 
pered connections with the CIA have 
led to cocktail talk that the CIA is now 
trying to infiltrate Washington society. 


Protocol and propriety 


lust as the Nixons have had a damp- 


ening effect upon the jet set, the diplo- 
mats, too, have put new emphasis on 
protocol and propriety. On Embassy 
Row, however, the parties are picking 
up. For parties are an essential part of 
diplomacy. Explains one ambassador: 
"Society is an important part of the 
diplomacy 
game. We envoys can't 


haunt the halls of Congress, the State 
Department and the White House to 
meet the people we need to know. We 
have to entertain and be entertained, 
in order to meet them." 


But in Washington, where status de- 


pends on the number of your dog's 
license tag [Nixon's Yorkshire terrier 
has D.C. tag No. 1] and the depth of 
your decolletage, society has become 
depressingly sedate. The Washington 
Post's caustic society columnist, Maxine 
Cheshire, has described the Nixon style 
in these words:

In the U.S. 
today some 


forms of -killing are 
acceptable and encouraged. 
Others are discouraged and 
condemned. 


It is wrong for a man 


to kill his neighbor, our 
society says, but it is 


. patriotic for him to fly 


10,000 miles away and kill 
as many Vietnamese Com- 
munists as he can in time 
of war. 


So long as we continue 


this double standard of 
violence, violence will 
continue. 


That is one of the con- 


clusions advanced by a 
group of Stanford Univer- 
sity psychiatrists in the 
current issue of Stanford 
M.D., a quarterly. Tt was 
the assassination of Sen. 
Robert Kennedy by Sirhan 
Sirhan that prompted six 
task groups from the Stan- 
ford University School of 
Medicine to undertake a 
thorough study of violence. 


For pre-industrial man, 


the psychiatrists explain, 
violent behavior was nec- 
ossary to survive. It was 
a meaningful way of obtain- 
ing food and shelter. But 
in today's space-age tech- 
nology, violence has no 
proper place. Responding 
to an emergency withMrio- 
lence or aggression is a 
primitive form of behavior. 
Permitting violence in some 
situations but not in 
others only perpetuates 
violence as an'acceptable 
course of action. 


If we hope to save our 


leaders from senseless 
assassinations and our sons- 
from useless wars and per- ' 
haps the entire world from 
nuclear destruction, we 
must discourage violence in 
all forms. 


The committee therefore

recommends changes in many 
areas of American life. 
Politically, the government 
must "become more responsive 
to the people. New systems 
must be developed to pro-, 
vide proper expression of 
grievances and dissent. 
A national ombudsman or a 
series of local ones might 
prove helpful additions to 
the body politic. 


Feelings of frustration, 


.especially in minority 
groups, must bo avoided. 
"The goals'of personal 
dignity, self-respect, and 
self-determination for 
minority groups and com- 
munities-in our society 
must become realistically 
attainable." 


Alternatives to aggres- 


sive behavior must be en- • 
couraged, and violent 
behavior played down. The 
police and courts should 
emphasize rehabilitation 
of offenders through ther- 
apy rather than punishment, 


which makes more criminals 
than it cures. Parents 
should be most reluctant 
to resort to violent phys- 
ical punishment of their 
children. 


When youngsters watch 


their TV heroes shoot their 
way to victory or are reg- 
ularly beaten by their 
parents, they perceive that 
these are acceptable meth- 
ods of obtaining one's 
objectives. If examples 
and methods of non-violent 
protest were seen more 
frequently, children would 
be less likely to talk with 
their fists—or later with 
a gun—and more likely to 
trust to reasonable dis- 
cussion. 


These steps, the com- 


mittee-emphasizes, must 
be taken at once by a 
concerned'society. Everyone 
must realize the costly 
stupidity of continuing 
violence. Every man must 
do his part to lessen it.
